PERFECT WEATHER AND TRACK SERVE TO 
ATTRACT A BIG ATTENDANCE. 

Tucker Brothers Fill the Three Places in the Ama- 
teur Cup — Bellringer Runs Like a Star — 
Crimper Is Beaten.

Saratoga, X. Y., August II.— The Saratoga 
Amateur Cup, at one mile, which was the principal 
attraction of today's card, could have 1 m*» n more 
appropriately named “tin* Tucker Handicap, ’’ for 
in it the three Tucker brothers landed first, sec- 
ond and third. Mr. II. Tucker winning with ease 
on the outstanding favorite Dervish, Mr. I. Tucker 
following in second place with Sasiu and Ahara 
with Mr. E. Tucker up being third. Tin* winner 
showed the most speed from tin* start and. going 
into a good lead at once, was never menaced, 
although Sasin made a game effort in the last 
half. 

Weather conditions could not have lieen improved 
"U this afternoon and a record-breaking mid-week 
crowd was on hand to enjoy the sport. 

While the Cup race was regarded as the feature, 
the two races following held out more general in- 
terest. In the fifth rnee a fine band of sprinters 
met and in it G. A. Cochran’s Prince of Como scored 
by a narrow margin from Conning Tower with 
High Noon third. 

Rhomb was favorite in the steeplechase and 
disappointed when lie failed to overhaul Archdalc. 
The six starters finished tin* course without mishap. 

Trainer James Rowe sent tile Whitney crack 
Bellringer to the post in the opening dash and Not- 
ter had only to sit still and let him go along at 
his leisure to win from A. K. Macombor’s Star- 
gazer which also showed n good performance. 
George J. Long’s Hemlock l>eat the others. 

A. K. Macnnilier’s Sunlnmnet was given high 
consideration for the third race, but again were 
the followers of the stable disappointed, for the 
lH*st tin* youngster could do was to land second. 
Diversion being returned tin* winner, while Believe 
Me Roys beat Sun Flash for third place. With a 
better ride, the latter might have been a close 
contender. 

Jockey Murphy was held to blame for the defeat 
of Crimper, the overwhelming favorite for tin* clos- 
ing dash, which succumbed to Ilondrie in the last 
few strides. Hcndrie had a rough race in the 
early running, but caine with a tremendous rush 
in the last eighth and overhauled Crimper in the 
last stride. Blind Baggage helped materially to 
defeat Crimper by setting a fast pace for the first 
three-quarters. 

Nine claims were put in for John Sanford’s Roy- 
alist after her victory in yesterday’s opening dash 
and in the draw K. F. Carman, represented in tin* 
race by My Ronnie, secured her at her entered 
price of $500. lb* announced later that John San- 
ford had offered him an advance of over the 

claiming price for her return. 

Former sheriff Smith of Buffalo, and other promi- 
nent politicians from tin* same city, now here in 
attendance at the New York State Democratic con- 
ference. were visitors at tin* track this afternoon. 

Jockey E. Taplin finally decided to rejoin his 
former employer, II. G. Bedwell, and departed for 
Fort Erie this morning. 

Trainer I*. Coy re. acting for George J. Long, 
lias sold Nigel to R. F. Carman. The Lmg racers 
at the close of the meeting here will 1 h* shipped 
back to Louisville to take part in Kentucky fall 
racing. 

Charles Rooney, well known to race goers, died 
Tuesday afternoon after a long illness in Brooklyn. 
N. Y.. and liis remains were shipi»ed to Detroit for 
burial. 

Jockey II. II. Phillips, who rode with much suc- 
cess at Reno, New. during the last meeting there, 
was an arrival this morning and will be given a 
trial by trainer W. B. Jennings of the A. K. Ma- 
comber stable. 

Jockey Clarence Turner, who got into trouble 
during the Havana meeting, is galloping horses 
for the Maeomb'T Stable and keeping in condition 
with a view to resuming riding if his siisiiension is 
lifted. 

W. !*. Riggs, secretary of the Pimlico track, 
was among today’s visitors. 

J. <1. Greener's Cosmic, which had 1 m*o» turned 
out at Lexington, has joined J. W. May’s stable 
and will Is* put back in training. Bayherry Can- 
dle. in the same stable, which has liven given a long 
rest, is in good condition and will be started here 
before the close of the meeting. 

There was much regret over the death of J. C. 
Yeager. He had a host of friends here. The 
horses owned by him now at the track probably 
Will 1 m* disposed of before the close of the meeting. 

The Essex Park meeting at Hot Springs, Ark., 
is already engaging much attention and among 
those who have signified an intention of racing 
there are Frederick Johnson and C. K. G. Billings. 
It is their intention to winter their horses at Oak- 
lawn and during the Essex Park racing a big 
van will convey them to Essex Park to race. 
“Snapper” Garrison is another who has expressed 
his intention of racing the horses under his can*, 
owned by Mrs. E. Arlington and Ralph rv Earle, 
at Hot Springs during the November meeting. Ac- 
cording to authoritative advices Edward Jasper will 
1 m* the secretary. Harry Morrissey will do the start 
ing and Fred Gerliardy will 1 m* in the judges’ stand. 
An effort is now being made to secure a prominent 
eastern official to serve as the steward.

VETERAN OF MANY RACES DEAD. 

The career of one of the veterans of the race 
track iu America cairn* to a close when Bat Master- 
son was destroyed at Dufferin Park, Toronto, 
Wednesday, to put him out of tlx* misery arising 
from injuries received in a fall during the running 
of the opening race of that day. The twelve-year- 
old unsexed son of Frankfort and Venessa had 
raced with unbroken regularity season after Sea- 
son from the time Ii r * first faced the barrier as a 
two-year old hi 1966. As a young horse he held 
out considerable promise, and although with increas- 
ing age he was relegated to the drudgery of cam- 
paigning on the minor circuits, he generally re- 
warded his owners in a substantial way. During 
his eleven seasons on the turf he took part in 194 
races, of which lie won forty-one. and his winnings 
foot up the respectable total of $16,118. The raring 
record of this gelding is shown iu the subjoined 
tabulation:

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ONE OF ENGLAND’S POPULAR OWNERS. 

Long- distance racing lias no more consistent sup- 
porter than .Mr. W. M. G. Singer, whose myrtle 
green jacket with the striped sleeves has been 
familiar on our courses for a fairly lengthy period. 
Mr. Singer. who registered his colors in 1S90. couies 
of a west -country family, being the second son of 
the late Mr. I. M. Singer, of Paignton. Devon, and 
brother of Mr. A. M. Singer, likewise well known 
as an rwner. and who has more than a nodding ac- 
quaintance with aeronautics. 

Some few years elapsed ere Mr. Singer could 
claim an important success, but in 1 89(5 lie won the 
Manchester November Handicap with the lightly- 
weighted four-year-olil Telescope, which easily de- 
feated Winkfield’s Pride and a dozen others. Tele- 
sco|>e had a twelvemonth earlier followed Sir Visto 
past the winning jnist in the St. Leger. It was in 
the Doncaster race that Mr. Singer’s one and only 
classic triumph to date was recorded through the 
agency of Cha 11a combe. 

This was in 1905 — “Cicero’s year.” I»rd Rose- 
bery’s third Derby winner went wrong when being 
prepart'd for the St. Leger. while there were one or 
two other important withdrawals. The eight 
that eventually faced the starter were generally 
voted a moderate band, and the race was regarded 
as a good thing for Col. Hall Walker’s One Thou- 
sand and Oaks winner. Cherry R-iss. on which odds 
\v<*r»* laid. The filly eould. however, only fill third 
position behind dial la com lie and Polymelus. the 
latter of which had not yet revealed his real form. 
Challaeombe. which was a son of St. Serf — Lady 
Chancellor, was purchased by Mr. Singer for 530 
guineas as a yearling. 

The following spring Mr. Springer won the Ascot 
Stakes with Pradella. which took the place at the 
eleventh hour of Torpoint. second to Feather Bed 
in the Chester Cup. The triumph of Torpoint was. 
however, only deferred, as a year later, after again 
winning one of the Cheshire cheeses by virtue of 
obtaining a place in the Cup, he easily won the 
Ascot race from Feather Bed and Gourd. Torpoint 
in addition won the Alexandra Plate in two con- 
secutive years. 

Another useful possession of Mr. Singer was Mos- 
aic. which won the Royal Hunt Cup of 1911 from 
Long Set. Spanish Prince and several more. Among 
more recent winners may be mentioned Anguilla, 
Prawle Point. St. Eloi. Market Girl and the Gullop- 
along colt, ti»e last-named of which showed much 
promise at flat wick recently. — London Sporting Life.

Miss Jean 
Gordon, leader in the ranks of racing opponents, 
declared that if the city would stand for two tracks 
hen* the coming season tin* bars might as well 1 m 
let down on everything. Allegations that the 
fusal of the Business Men’s Racing Association to 
purchase the City Park track for $25o.(HH> resulted 
in the announcement that a race meeting would be 
conducted there, were the subject of much comment 
among those interested in racing. 

Miss Jean Gordon, wl.o has vigorously opposed 
racing in New Orleans, and who acquired stock in 
the Business Men’s Racing Association last year 
and vainly endeavored to throw it in the hands of 
a receiver, said she knew nothing about the new 
company except that Messrs. Gardner and Wood 
ring wen* the backers of flu* defeated bill intro 
duced at the last session of the General Assembly 
to establish a racing commission. She expressed 
gratification at the news that these men were to 
attempt to open another ran* track.
